84 Year's of Age.

BELFAST, Nov. 19. — Cardinal 

Logue, who was taken suddenly. ill yes- 
terday at his residence in Armagh, died 
this morning without regaining con- 
sciousness. He will be buried Tuesday. 

The cardinal celebrated his eighty- 
fourth birthday a month ago. He was 
the son of a.small merchant in County 
Donegal and became a pfiest fifty- 
eight years ago. He was made -bishop 
of Raphoe in 1879, a primate in 1887.

Frank “Tee” Young, cap- 
tain of this year’s Buckeye squad, 
Trainor asserted, was present in Har- 
ley’s room the night of Dec. 2, when 
the latter, according to his attorney, 
was taken against his will by a dep- 
uty sheriff to the Dayton institution. 

Young, however, today, asserted 
that there was no deputy sheriff in 
Harley's room that night. He said he 
and William F’. Havens and Ray Pen- 
nell were the only ones there.’ 

Havens and Pennell are Columbus 
men who have been active in gradu- 
ate circles at the university. Havens 
refused to discuss the matter, and 
Pennell could not be found.

Wilce “Next of Kin.” 

The name of Dr..John.W. Wilce, 
football coach at the wniversity, it 
was declared by Trainor, appeared on 
the lunacy papers as “next of kin.”

Not an Ohio Resident. 

The Ohio laws require that the sub 
ject of a lunacy petition be present at 
the time of the hearing, said Mr. Train- 
or, or that the judge shall visit him. Ob- 
jection would also be raised, said the 
attorney, that Harley was 4 resident of 
Illinois, so that the Ohio courts could 
have no jurisdiction in the case, 

Harley was held at the state hospital 
for the insane at Dayton, O., from Dec. 
2 to Dec. 24, 1922, but not from Jan. 10

The Company has paid cash dividends every year without interruption since 1895, and since 1903 
it has paid 7% every year except 1915, when the rate was 5%. In addition, it has paid two stock 
dividends, one of 50% in 1900 and one of 100% in 1910, and in each case the dividend rate paid 
prior to the distribution in stock was maintained after the payment of the stock dividend. A meet- 
ing of the stockholders has now been called for December 10 to authorize an increase in the capital 
stock from $2,100,000 to $4,200,000. If this 100% increase in stock is authorized by the stock- 
holders, it will, subject. to the approval of the Interstate Commerce Commission, be distributed 
to the present stockholders in the form of a stock dividend. It is expected that dividends at 
the rate of 6% per annum will be inaugurated on the increased amount of stock, the first semi- 
annual 3% dividend being payable on April 1, next. The earnings record of the Com any clearly 
demonstrates that it can conservatively pay at least as high as 6% on this increased amount of 
stock, this rate being eqtivalent to 12% on the present outstanding stock. During the 20 years 
ended December 31, 1923, more than 50% of the surplus earnings were devoted to the apbeliaing 
of the property and to strengthening the Company’s financial position, with the result that today 
the road and equipment are in first class condition and on December 31 last net current assets 
were equal to over 50% of the capital stock, cash alone amounting to $48 a share. With all of 
this accomplished out of earnings, it would seem that the stockholders are fully entitled to a 100% 
distribution in stock to compensate them in paft for the revenues which have been devoted to 
additions and betterments rather than to cash djvidends.
